I. S. S. D.’s Jake Caskey, dean of 
hearing coaches of the schools for 
the deaf, names Cary Ayres, Henry 
Bowman, Bill Grimes, Lyman Smi¬ 
ley, Ray Martin, Leslie Massey, 
Frank Kaiser and Jerry Moers the 
outstanding athletes at the school 
during his 16 year duration, ac¬ 
cording to Leon Baker in the Silent 
Worker. 

During Caskey’s regime I. S. S. D. 
won two National Championships 
for the schools of the deaf; one in 
1935, the other in 1940. 

Prior to Caskey’s time I. S. S. D. 
captured four Central States Tour¬ 
naments of the Deaf. Three in 
succession back in the twenties and 
one in 1932. The fellows playing 
in those days were Dick James, 
John Luteran, Perry Redman, Wel¬ 
don Fouts, Ed Poska, Leo McClain, 
Clarence McHenry, Charles Coole, 
Homer McNutt, Lowell Cooper, 
Georgs Hanna and Dalen Shank. 

After 1940 I. S. S. D. became 
affiliated, with the Indiana High 
School Athletic Association. There 
is a restriction where they could no 
longer compete in basketball tour¬ 
naments with other schools for the 
Deaf. As a result, the school got 
into the toughest high school bas¬ 
ketball tournament held anywhere 
—the Indiana State Tournament. 
We can readily see why they have 
not been as successful lately as 
they had been in the past. 

I. S. S. D. competed in a New 
Year’s Day tournament against 
Crispus Attacks, Manual, and Sa¬ 
cred Heart, all Indianapolis schools, 
at Cathedral High School of that 
city. 

Playing to a capacity crowd I. S. 

S. D. w"as defeated by Manual, 48-28 
in an afternoon game. In the con¬ 
solation game that night they were 
edged out by Sacred Heart in the 
last minute, 55-53. Crispus At- 
tucks, a school for the colored, de¬ 


feated Manual to win the champ¬ 
ionship. 

The deaf of Indiana are taking 
up bowling in a big way. This is 
attested by the number of tourna¬ 
ments taking place. Thus far two 
individual meets have been staged. 
One in Terre Haute with Charles 
Roberts of Indianapolis, the win¬ 
ner and the New Years Tournament 
at Port Wayne which Art Hender¬ 
son of Muncie won. Another in¬ 
dividual meet is to take place in 
Indianapolis January 28. 

Quite a few Hoosiers will be on 
hand when Cincinnati plays host 
to the Fourth Annual Central States 
Bowling Tournament.

If the 
needed help is not forthcoming, the 
Home will be one of those that 
have vanished for lack of united 
cooperation. Look at the Dixie 
Home and the Illinois Home. They 
were well established, and in a short 
time they are in “Want” because 
of “selfishness and greediness” of 
some deaf people who think only 
of themselves. It can happen tc 
this Home also. 

I am enclosing a clipping from 
the Prairie 1 Farmer, from the 
column, “The People Speak.” It 
speaks well. I want every one to 
read it carefully, and see why we 
will need much help from outside 


FARM AND LABOR 
PRICE COMPARISON 

When wages were 15 cents per hour or 
$1.50 for a 10-hour clay, eggs were 5 cents a 
dozen in the spring and 60 cents a dozen in the 
winter. Cold storage was created, eggs then be¬ 
came 12 cents in the spring, 60 cents in the 
winter for fresh eggs, 30 cents for storage eggs. 
Then came chick hatcheries, lights and balanced 
rations with some profit for early birds in the 
game. Now we have eggs at a beggar’s price all 
the year except a few weeks every fall when 
the hens are molting and there aren’t enough 

pullets laying to keep up with the demand. 

When wages were $1.50 for 10 hours only 
the rich ate 60-cent eggs. But most workers 

today are not content with passing up eggs be¬ 
cause they are out-of-seas’on. 

With the average price of eggs 15 cents per 
dozen before World War I and wages 15 cents 
per hour, why shouldn't average price be $1.25 

per dozen with wages $1.25 per hour? 

In the 15 cents per hour days the farmer 
got $1.50 a hundred for his milk and the con¬ 

sumer paid 5 cents per quart. With wages $1.25 
an hour milk should be $12.50 per hundred¬ 
weight and retail at 41 2/3 cents per quart to 

be in the same ratio. 

Seven to eight dollar hogs in the 15 cents 
an hour days would be better than $55 hogs 

today. 

This is part of the story of why a farmer 

has to pay more to get a barn built, than the 

farm with the barn on it will sell for. 

The dollar is only a medium of exchange. 
Every time the farmer slides down another peg 
more farmers are forced off their farms and 
those staying have to go in for bigger, more 
costly machinery and more wasteful farming 
methods. You still can’t pick stones from a 
tractor seat.
